Because the car came back to the United States through this channel, 
the dealer in New York who received the car was required to pay 
import duty amounting to $117.00. | | reimbursed the dealer 


when he picked up the car on 1 October 1952. 
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3. It is recommen ded that the Agency write to the Customs in 
Washington stating that I I was permanently assigned abroad 

on official duty and that he returned to the United States on official 
change of station. This should be satisfactory evidence for the 
refund of the $117.00.
